The  "birth  rate  remains  practically  the  same  as  for 
1955  "but  the  infant  mortality  rate  once  mere  shews  a decrease. 
There  were  2 infant  deaths  under  one  year  of  age,  1 at  four 
days  due  to  intra-cerebral  haemorrhage,  and  1 at  one  month  due 
to  spina  bifida  and  paraplegia.' 

The  death  rate  shows  a slight  increase.  Approximately 
62.854  of  the  total  number  of  deaths  occurred  in  persons  ever 
70  years  of  age,  and  of  those,  23.67'  were  persons  aged  ever 
80  years.

The  3.C.G.  Vaccination  of  school  leavers  has  new 
been  carried  cut  in  this  district  since  the  autumn  term  in 
1955,  and  during  1956, pupils  who  were  thirteen  years  of  age  or 
over,  whose  parents  gave  consent,  were  skin  tested  and  when 
necessary  vaccinated.

Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

Free  vaccination  against  smallpox  is  offered  tc 
all  babies  and  any  ether-  person  for  whom  it  may  be  advisable. 
This  is  carried  cut  by  the  local  practitioners,  who  are  paid, 
by  the  County  Council  for  notifications  of  either  successful 
vaccination  or  failure  after  the  second  attempt.  Records  were 
received  this  year  of  43  primary  and  8 secondary  vaccinations . 

Vaccination  against  Poli c -myelitis 

Vaccination  against  polio -myelitis  was  commenced 
in  1956  and  children  born  between  1947  and  1954  and  in  certain 
months,  were  eligible  for  vaccination.  At  the  request  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  this  work  had  tc  be  completed  by  the  end 
of  June.
